BOARD EXPLAINS ART. #23 


First, let me state that this 

is permissive legislation. The 
basic reason that I had this 
Article submitted to the vot- 
ers for their consideration is 
(a) to protect the Town and 
the Welfare employees. By this 
I mean a minimum starting sal- 
ary for a Social Worker in any 
community-State wide-with a 
population of 10,000 or over 
is $3600. as set by Civil Ser- 
vice on Jan. 1,1959,as the re- 
sult of a public hearing that 
was held on Dec. 30,1958 at the 
State House. Previous to this 
Hearing, the minimum salary for 
a Social Worker was $3360. per 
year, State wide, by population, 
But the Civil Service Director 
Thomas Greehan, stated in his 
letter of Dec.5,1958 that the 
Social] Worker’s salary should 
correspond to that of a tea- 
cher,at least,and that there 
were too many unqualified peo- 
ple entering this field of em- 
ployment. 
(b) All large cities and many 
of the surrounding communities 
which this town must compete 
against in hiring competent 
Civil Service employees, have 
accepted this section (47E) of 
Chapter 31 of the General Laws 
Tt means that the yearly step- 
rate or increment is guaran- 
teed to the employees unti) 
they reach their maximum sa) - 
ary. Wilmington recently re- 
quested Civi] Service to fur- 
nish a list of qualified per- 
sons (Socia) Workers) who are 
eligible to fil] the Social 
Worker vacancy which has ex- 
isted in the Wilmington Wel- 
fare Department since February 
1955. Mr. Greehan forwarded to 
the Town Manager's office a 
list of approximately 15 names 
only two were interested enou- 
gh to caJ] for an appointment 
with the Town Manager. Most 
Socia] Workers say ‘Why work 
for Wilmington for $3600. when 
you can work for Lowe]],Law- 
rence, Haverhi]], Boston, etc. at 
the same starting salary and 
be guaranteed the second year 
of annua] step-rate, plus pos- 
sible matching on Blue Cross, 
etc.’’ Of al] the Town Depart- 
ments (except the Police and 
Fire) it is the only one that 
requires a Civi] Service exan- 
ination, which means (1) Per- 
sons must meet certain require 
ments of eligibility before 
they are allowed to take the 
examination, (2) Pass written 
examination successfully, and 
(3) Also pass physica] examin- 
ation before they are quaji- 
fied to work in a public assi- 
stance agency. This is requir- 
ed by the Federal] and State 
Government, on account of 
handling Federa] and State 
funds. 

The Wilmington Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare adds two addition- 
a] requirements-(1) Must be 
able to type and (2) have a 
Mass, automobile license, 

You cannot run a Welfare 
agency on a shoestring. Public 
Assistance today is a big busi 
ness. It should be remembered 
by the tax payer also, that 
approximately 50% of the ad- 
ministration costs are reim- 
bursed, including salaries. It 
is the only department in any 
town where you receive this 
type of reimbursement; al] oth- 
er town department costs are 
paid 100% by the loca] tax 
payer. Most people who are em- 
ployed in this type of work 
have a degree or extra schoo] - 
ing in social case work, inter- 
viewing, psychology or sociolo- 
gy. 


The salaries gow prevailing 
in the loca] Welfare Depart- 
ment are very low. I am now 
placing this matter in the 
hands of the tax payer by 
means of this Warrant Article 
#23 to be decided upon at the 
annual Town Meeting on March 
14, 1959.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE FAIR 
PEOPLE OF WILMINGTON 


Never having had to write a 
letter like this before,we’re 
at a Joss on how to begin. 
First,you'l] notice it is to 
the fair people of the town. 
That would take in the great 
majority to our way of think- 
ing. Maybe we should be writ- 
ing to the unfair portion. 
Then again maybe we can get to 
the people who comprise both 
the fair and unfair. 

To begin with,and we’re al] 
sorry it has to be, this letter 
is a plea to the voters of the 
town to vote favorably on the 
articles that we firefighters 
firmly believe are not TOO 
much to ask for and we're sure 
you’!] agree after this letter 
is read. 

First,on Mar.7,we are asking 
the town to pay for one-half 
the insurance that covers al] 
town employees and their de- 
pendents, This is question #2 
on the town ballot for Mar.7. 
Now,most towns around already 
have this fringe benefit,as do 
most of the industrial] firms 
that surround us. 

Secondly,on Mar.14 at town 
meeting,we the firefighters 
are asking for a minimum wage 
of $5000 under article #24 on 
the warrant. It seems strange 
to us that the people who are 
not in favor of this request 
are those who are making much 
more than $5000 a year and 
just don’t like to see others 
better themselves. Now,it is 
probably overlooked that most 
of us firefighters own proper- 
ty and some pay a heavy tax. 
We are just as human as the 
buy that runs for a bus or a 
train with his brown lunch bag 
grasped in his hand. 

Seriously folks, our depart- 
ment fia’ @ much heavier load 
now with the popuJation near- 
ing 12,000. You who have been 
served, either by the Ambulance 
or a fire in your home or yard 
knows what it is to see us, 
when we get there, We get a 
lot of praise from you when 
the job is done, Now we ask 
you to vote in favor of our 
Article #24. We know you won’ t 
forget us. 

We just said how busy the 
department has gotten in the 
last two or three years. Now 
for some facts. Half of the 
job of a firefighter in Wil- 
mington is the Ambulance. We 
now have two. The 1956 Cadil- 
lac (Red Devil) and the 1947 
Cadillac (CD) (Grey Ghost). 
We’re only kidding about the 
names. Plus the new (CD) Res- 
cue Truck. 

In 1958, your Fire Department 
answered over 600 calls for 
help. Half of these were for 
the Ambulance. We have taken 
courses in firéfighting and 
first aid and Civil] Defense 
Rescue on our time off. That 
we fee] we owe you, the people 
of our town. The year before, 
we answered over 700 calls for 
help. The reason for the de- 
cline last year was the unusu- 
ally wet season. 

This year in just January 
and February alone, we have an- 
swered over 120 calls. We have 
had more than our share of 
house fires, but that is what 
we are here for. Don’t EVER 
hesitate to call us for help. 

You people we have served 
personally could te]] the man- 
ner in which we perform our 
duties. We hope to hear from 
you at Town Meeting,in the 
face of the opposition. 

We of the Fire Department 
know you people of our town 
are fair and that you will] 
vote Favorably on Article 24 
on Mar, 14,

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WHO IS TO RUN THE TOWN? 


At a special polling, Middleboro, for 
the first time in its history, recalled 
a selectman, Of three who had voted 
to discharge the town manager, he was 
the second to be retired, a colleague 
having failed of reelection last month.

This kind of conflict breaks out from 
time to time in some of the Massachu- 
fetts towns which. have the manager 
system. There are 16 of these, a sub- 
stantial number, but they constitute 
only one-twentieth of the total in the 
commonwealth. 

There has been no prairie fire spread 
of the manager system in Massachu- 
setts. But towns which have become 
accustomed to it seem to like it; none 
have discontinued it since Orange did 
», more than a quarter century ago.

But every victory proves illusory the 
hope of old-time reformers that a town 
manager would take local government 
out of politics. He must have political 
skill as well as administrative ability. 
‘Those who oppose the system say that 
it creates a division of authority; de- 
partment he-ds and elected boards 
often resent the supervision of an offi- 
cial. brought in from the outside, who 
is in a position to appeal to the elec- 
torate over the head of those who have 
been chosen by the voters, 

A number of towns, which have re- 
jected ihe manager system, have felt, 
nevertheless, the need of a coordinator. 
In these, public business became such a 
heavy burden that it took most of a 
selectman’s time, It was no longer pos- 
sible to attract to the board outstand- 
ing citizens, who held important posi- 
tious in business, often outside town 
limits. . 

Perhaps a half-dozen localities have} 
sought to cure this situation by creat- 
ing the position of executive secretary. 
He is the administrative agent of the 


selectmen, possessed only of such’ 
powers as they grant him. His chances 


of challenging them successfully are 
infinitesmal, But an able, tactful execu-| 
can be of inestimal 


Robert Moses, famous New York 
public administrator, once expressed 
his preference for third rate governmen- 
tal machinery operated by first rate 
citizens over first rate machinery run 
by third rate men. In every locality 
the problem is to obtain the system and 
leadership which will give the service 
best suited to its particular needs. 

Most Massachusetts towns follow the 
tradition of government by selectmen. 
Some want a town manager, who can 
take his case to the voters, if politics 
become too petty. A few have an ex- 
ecutive secretary who can reduce the 
burden of those serving on the board. 
The advantage of local home rule is 
that it admits alternatives.

up his job.

Yesterday a sccond member 
of the triumvirate, Paul T 
Anderson, became the first 
selectman in the town's his- 
tory to be ousted. A recall 
vote put him out and replaced 
him with his arch foe, Rho- 
dolphus P. Alger, the man who 
had circulated the recall 
petition. 

In the January 19 election, 
the third man—Manuel J. 
Silvia—was roundly defeated. 


Tonight the new board of 
selectmen—now 100 percent 
supporters of Town Manager | 
Edwin 0. Wilson — elected 
Alger chairman. They also 
scheduled a special election 
for Apr, 15 to replace Spen- 
cer, Spencer's term expires 
next January. 


In an interview, Spencer 
said: “I feel that’ my votc 
would be but a cry in the 
wilderness were I to attempt 
to put across any of my opin- 
ions or ideas concerning town 
government.” 

Still sizzling over the rehir- 
ing of Manager Wilson, Spen- 
cer added: “I voted to fire the 
town manager because 1 
deemed him highly incompe- 
fent. What has come to pass 
as the result of our two ‘pop- 
ularity contests’ has in no way 
tered my opinjon. 

“The voters of Middleboro 
have violated their own 
charter to the point where 
the town manager now hires 
and fires the  selectmen, 
rather than the other way 
around, It will take many 
years for the people to rec- 
Ltify this situation.”
